Boers Strike llanl. 


TijhiR to Win Victories Before British Aid 


Arrives*. 


The Boere must strike telling blows tbia 


week before the British reinforemTOta are 
upon, them, aud the latett news from the 
seat of war in South Africa indicates that 
they are aeeking to do tbia, save the tt<iUo.

The attack is proceeding in four locali- 


ties - Ladysmitb, Kimberley, Mafeking 
and Northern Cape Colony, near the 
Orange Free State border. 


A fight with heavy artillery on both 


sides occurred at Ladysmith, Natal, last 
Thursday morning, the date of the latest 
advices. The town was described as in a 
huge chaldron of smoke. Big gona were 
pounding away at short intervals. The re- 
enlt is not positively known, but the Lon- 
don War Office professes to bo confident 
that General White is safe. 


It is uot believed in London that Gener- 


al Joubert has much prospect of capturing 
Ladysmith with artillery alone. An in- 
fantry attack on the British iatreuclimeiits 
is expected. 


The Boers have been bombarding Kitn- 


berlev recently. They are said to have 
produced no impression on the town BO 


far. 
Their army surrounds it in great 


force and has heavy grins. 


An attack on Mafeking was repulsed by 


the fire of Maxim guns. The British lo>s 
is described aa "slight." 


Liout.-Col. C. E. Keith-Falcoder and 


several other British officers were killed in 
a skirmish near Belmont,, Cape Colony. 


The Boers continue to pour into Cape 


Colony from the north, with a view, it is 
believed, of getting the help of the colonial 
Dutch. They will have to hasten their 
operations in that direction with especial 
rapidity, aa the British are expected to 
have 12,000 soldiers on the scene by the 
middle of this week.

nation of George Spangler, a junior, by 
principal H. W. Weidener. The professor 
is alleged to have handled bira roughly. 
Hia fellow students, sympathizing with 
him,began bisaingand after the junior was 
ejected, followed him, leaving the school 
deserted. Professor Weidener was placed 
under arrest in the afternoon, charged 
with assault and battery. 


Prof. Thomas F. Chroswaite, superin- 


tendent of the public schools was also ar- 
rested, charged with assault and battery. 
He ejected a newsboy from the High 
School Building on Monday, it ia alleged, 
with several pushes of hia foot. Fern Mc- 
Kallip, a lad, was struck across the hands 
with a roler so severely last week, it is al- 
leged, as to lacerate the flesh, and his 
physician now fears lockjaw. 
A promi- 


nent resident threatened to thrash the 
superintendent the first time he met him 
for loughly handling hia boy, unless the 
official gave a satisfactory explanation. 


The whole trouble originated last Julv, 


when the entire High School faculty was 
dismissed, to the dissatisfaction of many, 
who seem to bave encouraged a feeling of 
resentment toward the new teachers. The 
pupils took it up, and raaolved at their 
first opportunity to make it warm for their 
inatructors. 


Superintendent Chrostwaite's hearing 


took place Saturday morning, and before 
his arrival a throng of excited men, in- 
cluding scorea of school children, had as- 
sembled at the Justice's office. 
The boy 


admitted that he had used bad language 
and had smoked oigarrettes in the hall- 
ways. 
The testimony of several other 


witnesses coiroborated that of the news- 
boy. 


Mr. Chroswaite declared that the action 


wan an effort to extort mouoy from him. 
The Justice decided to hol 
advisement until Tuesday. 


Principal Weideuer waa charged with 


punishing too severely George Spangler, a 
junior. The testimony showed that Mr. 
Weidner did not exceed hia authority as a 
teacher, and consequently he waa dis- 
charged with a reprimand. The opinion 
prevails that the former case will also be 
discharged and tbat peace and harmony 
will eoon be restored. 


A number of the pupils are defiant, and 


say that under no circumstances will they 
apologize and if tliey are domed admission 
to the High School they will enter Kichel- 
berger Academy, a private institution lo- 
cated there.

Admiral George Dewey, United States 


N'avy, and Mrs. Mildred Hazen were mar- 
ried last ThurHday morning at the resi- 
dence of Father Mackiu, pastor of ^t. 
Paul's Catholic church, Washington. 


After the marriage a wedding breakfast 


was served at Mrs. Washington Md jean's 
residence. At 12 45 p. m. Admiral and 
Mrs. Dewey took a train for New York. 


Tbe efforts of -Vdmiral Dewey and his 


bride to have a quiet wedding and keep 
the time and place of their marriage secret 
was due to their desire to avoid publicity, 
and also to the fact that Mrs. flaxen was 
still in mourning for her son. The strict- 
est secrecy was preserved by all parties 
connected with the matter, and with the

FARM XOTES. 


A NUMBER Of SrBJKCTS IS WHICH 


THE FARMER IS 1>TE11ESTKO. 


The spreading of manure in tte fall is 


a matter now being discnssed by those 
interested at farmers' meetings. The 
question ia whether barnyard manure 
loses any portion of its plant food by 
leaching during the winter, or from the 
soluble portions being carried away by 
surface washing. There is always more 
or less loss when manure ia kept in the 
heap until spring, and when then spread 
it is not always decomposed, hence is not 
available as plant food, but when spread 
in the fall, and subject to thawing and 
freezing while in the ground, it rapidly 
becomes available in the spimg as 
warmth hastens its disintegration. 


The curry comb and brush are as Im- 


portant for the cow as for the horse, and 
promote thrift. 
The cleaning of the 


skin is beneficial. 
Hundreds of cows 


are milked dally while their bodies are 
anything but clean, and it is not uucom 
mon to notice that the sides and udders 
of some cows are plastered with the lilth 
of the stalls. Cleanliness of the skin of 
the cow is the first step in cleanliness in 
dairying, and it is almost impossible to 
keep cows clean unless they are curried 
and brushed. Before milking the cows 
the udders and teats should be thorough- 
ly washed with soapsuds and rinsed with 
clean water. 


Hauling ia one of the most expensive 


items in farming. Whan planning for 
crops and their location the c'ist of the 
hauling should always be considered 
If the teams are idle in winter it will pay 
to haul the fodder In the fields to the 
barn, and whenever the teams can be 
made to do service in winter there wil 
consequently be a reduction In the cost 
of spring work. Hauling is increased in 
cost when the teams aro idle ut one time 
and busy at another period. 


The matter of ventilation of barns anc 


stables so as to avoid draughts on the 
animals and prevent loss of heat is a 
problem that has not been solved. The 
temperature of a stable should never be 
lower than 40 degrees, and if cleaned 
every day there will be but little fou! 
air. Stables ttat are not lathed and 
plastered will require no ventilators, and 
they are frequently very cold, as the 
outside air comes in from every crack 
and crevice. The north and west sides 
should be very close. The use of tarred 
paper on the outside of the boards will 
serve to protect against the storms from 
the cold directions. 


Hogs are veiy partial to cow peaa, and 


sucb food is excellent for them. They 
first eat the pods, aud where there are no 
pods to be had they eat the leaves, fol- 
lowing with the steins. When the vines 
are gone they will, if the grouiid permits, 
eat the roots by rooting for them. In 
this manner the hogs will feed them- 
seWea and manure the ground at the 
same time. Wheie there is a field that 
can be used in that manner a crop of cow 
peas should pay well. 


It possible, have movable fences when 


pasturing sheep or hogs. There is al- 
ways a loss from trampling when the 
animals are permitted to work over a 
whole field, liy confining the stock to a 
portion of the field until the food ia eaten 
down close there is more or less growth 
on the other portions. In winter the 
pastures art1 of but litile service, but the 
advice given should b« kept in view next 
spring. At the present tune there is 
considerable giapu rye ready for use, 
aud while the animals are taking advaut- 
age of It the rya should not be allowed 
to be grazud down to low, nor should 
stock be turned on It ftheu the ground 
is wet, a.s the feet of I lie animate will do 
mote or less damage to the rye. 


The weight of tlie grain from an acre 


of corn is about tlie same us the weight 
of the cured fodder. Forty bushels of 
corn weighs about a long ton, aud the 
weight of the fodder will be nearly the 
same. There may be variations some- 
times, but one can t3tirn<Ue very closely 
to the weight of the cmed fodder by ar- 
riving at a knowledge of the number of 
bushels of com from each acre. 


Much of the work that causes hurry In 


the spring can be doue during the cold 
season. The mateihils for the hotbeds 
can be secured, cold frames made, ma- 
chinery aud implements cleaned and re- 
paired, trees and vmes trimmed,anil the 
manure heap forked over and banked up 
agaiu. Even iu winter hardy weeds 
will te found ready to start oK when 
warm-weather comes. 


Ax experiment made by a Michigan 


grower of apples shows that if apples ar« 
packed in kiln-diied clean sand, and the 
apples not allowed to touch, they may 
be put into bins and kept for mouths, 
provided the bins aie iu u cool.diy place 
and the apples not muised. Success has 
been obtained by the use ot well-dried 
corn and oats also, especially ic keeping 
with beets, turnips aud potatoes. 


An excellent and clean fertilizer for 


house plants is to get a pound each oE 
nitrate of soda, superphosphate of lime 
and sulphate of potash. Do uot mix 
them, but use them as desiied. A tea- 
spoonJul of each'in half a gallon o£ 
water will partially serve to protect 
against insects aud provide plant food 
when used around the roots of plants. 
IE the leaves of the plants are very green 
reduce the nitrate of sodu one-half. If 
the stems and shoots are slow in growtn 
slightly increase the potash. 
When 


seeds and llowers are forming the pro- 
portion of superphosphate may be in- 
creased.
